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Bookstore Welcomes Complaints 


Dear Editor: 

As Manager of the Hornet 
Bookstore I would be rather 
naive to think that in a 
conscientious attempt to serve 
more than 18,000 customers, 
none of them would have any 
complaints. Therefore, I thank 
“Ninety-Nine and a Half Just 
Won't Do” for his or her letter 
of complaint in the Tuesday 
issue of the Hornet. 

For fall semester 1972 classes, 
the Bookstore ordered 5,518 
titles (different books) in 
varying quantities for textbooks 
for classes. Assuming an average 
of thirty copies of each title 
(probably a low average), that 
mneans we ordered over 150,000 
books for fall classes. A decision 


must be made on each tile 
ordered by the textbook 
manager. He utilizes all the 
information he has available to 
make each of these 5,518 
decisions 

No matter how capable he is, 
some of his decisions will be 
incorrect, and this results in 
‘“short-stocks’’ — as well as 
overstocks. It is the short-stock 
Situations that affect the 
students, and which are the 
source of your understandable 


annoyance 

Whenever we run out of stock 
on any title, every effort is made 
by my staff to reorder that title 
by telex or phone and request 
special delivery shipment to get 
the title on the shelf at the 
earliest possible date. No matter 


how fast these out-of-stock 
Situations are corrected, it is 
never fast enough from the 
customer's point of view, as it 
inconveniences you and may 
well penalize you in your 
purpose as a student 

Inventory control we do have! 
However, until we know how 
many students are in a class 
there is no way we can order the 
exact number of books needed 
Many publishers limit us to a 
20 return of what we order 
We therefore try to use a 20 
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cushion on ordering. 

Last year we returned 30% of 
what we ordered. In other 
words, last year for every 100 
textbooks we purchased, we sold 
70 books to the students © nd 
returned 30 books to the 
publisher. The freight alone on 
these returns was over $10,000. 

One comment on your 
statement “usual overprices”’. 
You, as a student, obviously feel 
that you pay too much for your 
textbooks, and I generally agree 
with you. However, this is part 
of the cost of a college 
education. Textbook prices are 
established by publishers, not by 
the bookstore. 

Your textbooks may be 
expensive, but they are the same 
price at any bookstore in the 
United States as they are at the 
Hornet Bookstore 

The Hornet Bookstore staff 
makes every effort to give the 
students at CSUS an 
opportunity for lower cost on 
their textbooks by selling the 
highest percentage of used 
textbooks of any college 
bookstore on the West Coast 
Even then, never have 
enough used books

To top it all off, the NCAA's 
Committee on Infractions held certain FWC 
legislation in effect prior to September 1, 1971, to 
be in violation of NCAA rules.

At a conference 
Wednesday, Far Western 
Conference President Wiliiam M. 
Stull announced the ineligibility 
of 13 student athletes 

Stull said in a prepared 
statement, the ruling on the 
athletic ineligibilities were in 
accordance with the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association’s 
(NCAA) 1.6 rule 

The athletes are now faced 
with the loss of one year’s 
participation for having 
competed the NCAA's 
intercoliegiate athletic program 
under the latter ruling. 

The 1.6 ruling states that an 
ath'*te must score well enough 
on the college entrance test to 
predict at least a 1.6 or better 
grade point average 

Stull further explained in his 
statement that the error 
eminated out of the CSUS 
Admissions Office where it was 
discovered that ‘‘clerical 
misunderstandings resulted in 
the reporting of erroneous 
information for certification 
from 1969-71.” 

The NCAA's Committee on 
Infractions also charged that 
certain FWC regulations were in 
violation of NCAA rules — prior 
to September |, 1971 

Stull added that all FWC 
members have been advised of 
the ruling and are investigating

only twelve types of people, and 
that what kind of day you will 
have depends upon which one of 
the twelve months you were 
born in. So, astrology continues 
to be defined in dictionaries as a 
pseudo-science, and the public 
still thinks of astrologers as 
eccentric and naive people who 
won't get out of bed without 
checking their almanac, or as 
mysterious prophets who can 
tell us whether or not we will be 
successful in life. 

But yet, just the mere fact that 
astrology has been with us, in 
various forms, for over 3,000 
years, leads us to observe that 
either there really is something 
to it, or that man just likes being 


duped by such myths 
eviilence, prepared by a 
Czechoslovakian doctor, Eugene 
Jonas, calls our attention to the 
idea that maybe there really is 
something to astrology and that, 
if there is, with the modern tools 
computer

of statistics and 
technology we ought to be able 
to prove it conclusively .. Dr 
Jonas, the founder of the 
Astra-Nitra Center for Planned 
Parenthood in Czechoslovakia, is 
now well known in Europe for 
his research to find a link 
between man and the cosmos 


So well know, in fact, that tens 
of thousands of women are 
currently using his calculations 
to 1) determine periods of 
fertility so that they can abstain 
from sex during these times if 
they wish to prevent an 
unwanted pregnancy; 2) 
determine periods of fertility so 
that they can have children even 
though they may have thought 
themseives to be sterile (i.e., in 
cases where the pathological 
cause of sterility cannot be 
determined); and 3) choose the 
sex of their child even before 
conception takes place. The 
Catholic Church in 
Czechoslovakia has even

Control as an acceptable means 
of natural birth control 

The most promising features of 
using astrology as a means of 
birth control are first, that there 
are no side effects, and second, 
that it almost as effective as 
the pill. Oral contraceptives, 
reputed to be 99.7% effective. 
are disliked by many women 
who have reason to believe that 


they cause cancer. IUD’s 
(intra-uterine devices) can be a 
cause of painful cramps, as well 
as disturb the regularity of the 
monthly menstrual cycle. 
Astrological birth control, on 
the other hand, is not only 
perfectly safe, but has already 
been demonstrated to be 97.76% 
effective. A controlled test, 
made by Astra-Nitra in 1968, 
and financed by a grant from the 





Czechoslovakian government, 
showed that of 1,252 women 
who used the method for a year, 
only 28 became pregnant. A 
later evaluation of test results 
where 30,000 women used this 
method of birth control for at 
least a full year also proved to be 
about 9&% effective. Of the 2% 
who became pregnant, there was 
no way of determining how 
many of these women either 
didn’t understand how to use 
this method properly, or simply 
ignored the calculations, or even 
changed their minds and decided 
to become pregnant 


Recent discoveries concerning 
the effectiveness of Astrological 
Birth Control heip to explain 
such things as why the 
traditional rhythm method, also 
known as the Knaus-Ogino 
Theory of Conception, has 
Proved to be such a failure. A 
medical team, headed by Dr 
Franklin Brayer, in 1969 
demonstrated that the 
traditional rhythm method wa 
only 30% successful for a tes 
group of 2,300 American and 
Canadian women.

Sometimes these two periods 
will coincide , but at other times 
it iS possible that a fertility 
period will occur, for example 
during menstruation. In such a 
ise it would be possible for a 
wormail LO become pregnant ever 
though she had intercourse only 
during her period ~ and this doe 
happen, im fact. Masters an 
Jotinson observed that it 


sometimes happens that a 


woman will ovulate out of cycle 


(1.e., in addition to their 
monthly ovulation cycle) as a 
direct result of orgasm. It is 
feasable that this additional time 
of ovulation occurs during the 
time of month which Dr. Jonas 
and Dr. Rechnitz designate as 
the “cosmic fertility period,” a 
period of four days in each 
month. 


The cosmic fertility period is 
that time during each month 
that the angle between the sun 
and moon corresponds to the 
angle between the sun and moon 
at the time of birth of the 
woman who wishes to use this 
method. That is, if a woman was 
born during a Full moon, the 
angle between the sun and moon 
is 180 degrees, and the time in 
which it is most likely for her to 
get pregnant every month 
when there is a Full Moon. 
Likewise, a woman who was 
born at New Moon, when the 
angle between the sun and the 
moon is 0 degrees, it is most 
likely to become pregnant 
during New Moon. For a woman 
this method, it is 
necessary that she know her 
time and place of birth, as well 
as the month, day, and year 


to use 


There are no doctors that I 
know of in the United States 
who are recommending this safe, 
f birth control 
first of 


natural method 
I believe this is because 
all, there are very few doctors 
have any background in 
or astronomy; and also 
because the American Medical 
Association is such a staunch 
fighter of quackery and faddism 


who 
astrology 


(and after all, astrology is just a 
“*fad’’). There are a few 
astrologers that know of this 
method, but they cannot 
prescribe this method of 
contraception for fear of getting 
busted by State and Federal 
authorities. I have studied 
astrology for about two and one 
half years, and I am well aware 
of laws such as the ones in 
Sacramento City and County 
which prohibit the practice of 
astrology and other such 
““fortune-telling’’ gimmicks 
However, the astrological! 
calculations necessary to use this 
method are very simple, and can 
be learned by anyone. | have 
several friends who are using this 
method of birth control, so | do 
have some first-hand 
acquaintance with its 
but yet I will not do the 
calculations for anyone for 
money. | am not a doctor, so I 
cannot advise people on which 
method of contraception they 
should practice, nor do I 
advocate that anyone using an 
acceptable method of 
contraception (for them) quit 
using it and try this one. But I 
would like to teach people how 
to do the necessary calculations

for themselves, and so I will be

The only other 
academic work which I know of 
that is currently going on in the 


United States is at Stanford 
University. 

My course is entitled 
‘*Astrological Birth Control 
Techniques.” It will not be a 
general introduction to 


astrology, nor will it be an 
attempt to define the real nature 
of astrology. The course 
objectives are: 1) To consider 
the work of Dr. Eugene Jonas, 
Dr. K. Rechnitz, et al, as 
information, not advice, which 
may be an important 
contribution in solving the 
world’s population problem. 2) 
To investigate the theories which 
claim a scientific basis for the 
Statement, “Man is inexorably 
and integrally linked to the rest 
of the cosmos.’ Special 
attention will be given to the 
study of biorhythmic cycles. 3) 
To examine and test the 
Statistical basis of commonly 
believed astrological statements. 


4) To offer occult explanation 
for such a statistically observable 
Phenomenon as astrological 
birth control. 5) To study how 
predetermination of the sex of 
child can be obtained 
through the election of the date 
of conception. (Dr. Rechnitz 
reports that he has had 100% 
success in helping his patients 
predetermine the sex of their

When California voters go to 
the polls on election day they 
will have a chance to enact an 
environmental law that the state 
legislature has failed to do in the 
three legislative sessions since 
1970. 

Proposition 20, the California 
Coastal Conservation Act, 1s 
sponsored by the California 
Coastal Alliance. It is a 
grass-roots effort to establish a 
shoreline protection agency to 
insure the preservation of the 
coastal zone resources. 

The proposition will create a 
state coastal zone conservation 
commission and six regional 
commissions which will work to 
plan for the

enhancement” of the coastline
